The Austrian left in Russian Po­ 
land was the only part of

that has held and it was today being 
subjected

New York, Sept. S.—Russia’s ad­ 
vance on Berlin has been 
cheeked 
and the encouraging hope of the al­ 
lies in the west of a quick 
Slav 
movement into the 
heart 
of 
Ger­ 
many 
is 
fading. 
Russia's 
initial 
strategy has failed for 
the 
same 
reason that France's 
first 
drawn 
plans were defeated. 
The general 
staffs of both countries were domin­ 
ated by a passion for an immedi­ 
ate offensive at all costs and in each 
ease the offensive was 
the 
wrong 
thing to do at the moment. 


Russia has had to halt her march 
through cast Prussia, probably fifty 
miles from the German first line 01 
defense along the Vistula, because 
her strategists underestimated A u s ­ 
tria's strength. 
The persistent pen­ 
etration into 
Poland 
of Austrian 
forces appear to have been belittled 
at Petrograd (to acknowledge Rus­ 
sia's new anti-German name for hoi: 
capital) until there came a realiza­ 
tion that the 
Russian 
left 
flank 
would he in imminent danger if the 
advance on Berlin were continued. 


Semi-appreciation of the danger 
doubtless was felt a week ago and 
accounts for the sudden absence of 
news 
concerning 
Russia’s 
second 
army which was reported to he mov­ 
ing on Dosen. 
This army undoub­ 
tedly was diverted to the South to 
check the Austrians. but with such 
little s u c c e s s that all R u ssia ’s mili­ 
tary plans now have had to halt in 
the North while the 
underestimated 
Austrian danger in the South is ob­ 
literated. 
The 
distance 
between 
the 
late 
scene of Russia’s advance 
through 
East Prussia and her present opera­ 
tions about Lemberg, in Galicia, is 
three hundred miles. 
Strategic con­ 
ditions in the two ureas are curious­ 
ly similar. 
In the 
North. 
Russia’s 
stationary troops face the 
heavily 
fortified Victula, while in the South 
the San river, with the two strong 
military centers 
at 
Przemvel 
and 
Jaroslav, fifty miles 
west 
of 
the 
Russian front at Lemberg, bare the 
route to the west. 
The position of 
the 
allies 
in 
France is not 
unsatisfactory. 
All 
the lines appear to he holding the 
Germans except the western wing 
which has had to give way slightly. 
There is much significance in the 
direction of the retreat which, ac­ 
cording to the French official report, 
has taken place to the 
west 
and 
southwest. This means the left wing 
of the allies refuses to he driven 
eastward to he locked up in the La 
Fere-La 011 fortresses, as the Ger­ 
mans so much desire. 
Instead the 
left army is keeping itself intact in 
the field. 
The intimation from 
Paris 
that 
Montdidier marks the new 
central 
position of the allies in the western 
operations, means a splendid strate­ 
gic 
position 
has 
been 
assumed. 
Montdidier ,is on high ground com­ 
manding the three roads that lead 
through the Angle formed by the 
Somme and Avre rivers running from 
Amiens towards the LaFere fortifi­ 
cations. 
Montdidier 
Roye, 
Noyon 
and Compiegne form the corners of 
a quadrilateral of highways impor­ 
tant to preserve if the German turn­ 
ing movement around LaFere is to 
ho defeated.

strategy lias failed for 
the ' same 


reason that France's first- drawn 
plans were defeated. 
The general 


staffs of both countries were domin- 
ated by a passion for an immedi- 
ate offensive at all costs and in each 
case the offensive was the wrong 
thing to do at the moment. 


Russia hasiiad, to halt her march 


through east Prussia, probably fifty 
miles from the German first line of 
defense along the Vistula, because 
her strategists underestimated Aus- 
tria's strength. The persistent pen- 
etration into Poland of Austrian 
forces appear to have been belittled 
at Petrograd (to acknowledge Rus- 
sia's new anti-German name for her. 
capital) until there came a realiza- 
tion that the 
Russian 
N left 
flank 


would be in imminent danger if the, 
advance on Berlin were continued. 


Semi-appreciation of the danger 


doubtless was felt a week ago and 
accounts for the sudden absence of 
news 
concerning Russia's second 


• army which was reported to be mov- 
ing on Dosen. 
^This army undoub- 


tedly was diverted to the South to 
cheek the^'Austrians, but with such 
little-suceess^ftbat) MI Russia's mili- 
tary plans, now: have had to halt in 
the North while tlie underestimated 
Austrian danger in the South is ob- 
literated. 


The distance between the late 


scene.of Russia's advance through 
East Prussia and her present opera- 
tions about Lemberg, in Galieia, is 
three hundred miles. Strategic con- 
ditions in the two areas are curious- 
ly similar. In the North, Russia's 
stationary troops face the heavily 
fortified Victula, while in the7South 
the San river, with the two strong 
military centers at Przemycl and 
Jaroslav, fifty miles west 
of the 


Russian front at Lemberg, bare the 
route to the west.
